Burton  Leonard,  the  new  bore  and  plant  has  been  completed  and 
a  very  satisfactory  singly  has  been  obtained,  the  v.ater  however  contains 
excessive  hardness. 

In  Pelliscliffe  and  Stainlev  Parishes,  there  are  several 

doubtful  supplies. 

Two  Public  Pells  rellisclif fe  and  Killingliall  have  be  n 
locked,  but  made  available  in  the  event  of  emergency  for  fire  purposes  only. 

Routine.'  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  'water 
from  public  and  private  wells  has  i...;en  carried  out.

Burton  Le  nard  sewers  are  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  there 
is  continual  occurence  of  blocking  and  breaking  in  of  pipes  which  are  land 
tile  class. 
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hr cart  on  and  Scotton  scv/ers  and  outfall  are  not  good  and  as 
soon  as  it  is  possible  both  these  villages  should  be  s evened  and  proncr 
outfalls  provided,  no./  that  there  is  a  piped  vatersnp_  ly  to  the  village 
and  additional  s eve  rage  fron  .C's  and  baths . 

Sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Parishes  of  -ampsthwaite,  Xillinghall 
and  Staveley  arc  inadequate. 

d e  -rensby  is  nor-  severed,  bub  a  number  of  properties  are  not 
yet  con  ec ted  to  the  ncn  sever  oi/ing  to  lack  of  labour  and  materials 

due  to  v,r;.r  conditions. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 


Jfo  written  complaint  of  pollution  01  rivers  and  streams  has  been 
received  during  /.he  year,  ut  verbal  intimation  has  been  received  b  the 
Rivers  Board  that  sera  e  from  many  of  the  above  named  Parishes  is  reaching 
the  streams  and  rail  have  to  be  considered  and  dealt  with  when 
circumstances  oermit. 


Public  Cleansing. 


Si:"  Parishes  are  scavenged  by  the  Council  by  direct  labour,  the 
remaining  1  rishos  not  scavenged  experience  difficulty  in  disposing  of 
domestic  refuse,  and  com  laints  and  repeated  requests  arc  being  received 
from  householders  in  these  Parishes  asking  for  removal  of  their  domestic 

refuse.

There  are  no  camping  grounds,  but  there  has  be  •  n  a  naigible  increase 
of  spasmodic  trailer  caravans  pitched  at  farm  premises  by  persons  evacuating 

towns.

Water  Suppl; 


The  source  of  the  su,  ly  to  17  Townships  is  from  Boreholes  and 
Pumping  Stations  from  which.  988  dwelling  houses  are  supplied.  There  has 
been  no  extension  during  the  year.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantit  .  Three  examinations  of  the  water  hn.ve  been  made 
during  the  year.  jhese  were  satisfactory  both  chemically  and  bacterx&gically 
They  have  been  no  restrictions  of  sup  lies.  Poppleton  Upper  and 
Popple- ton  Nether  arc  supplied  by  York  Water  Company.

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  severs  during  the  year.  Various 
parishes  in  the  district  require  severing  or  imporvement  of  defective 
sb  vers.
